Unfortunately, at leastas the "pub- 
lic image" of ham radio goes, people are 
always more than willing to blame T- 
Vion hamd radio. Fortunately, in most 
the cases, investigations show the ham is 
not to blame. 

Perhaps most of us, at one time or 
another, have erroneously been blamed 
by some unknowing TV watcher. I care 
under this cloud twice myself. In one 
case, I reported to the FCC and their 
check found that the TV was faulty. In 
another, my log proved I was not even 
Operating at the time.of the interference 
and it turned out to be a leaky high voitage 
transformer onapole alongside the view- 
er's home, 

I was ''safe" only because i had 
taken every precaution to operate my e - 
quipment properly. 

We cane be free of blame” only so 
long as we continually check to see that 
our equipment is operating or being op- 
erated correctly. Improperly or care- 
lessle operated equipment can not only 
bring down the wrath of the TV viewer, 
it can bring additional "hazards" in the 
form of notices from the FCC. 

To be sure that you can continue 
operation with the blessing of the FCC-- 
and be sure you do nothing to jeopardize 
the operationof other hams due to an an- 
tagonized public which might bring about 
curtailment of ham operations by public

PROMOTION OF AMATEUR 
RADIO OVEREEAS 

(Brom the C entral California Radio Coun- 
cil CIRCLE) 

In recent years the idea of gear o- 
verseas has been much discussed by num- 
erous individuals aud groups, anda num- 
ber of faltering starts have been made to 
get sore sort of program started. 

The idea that "gear overseas! is 
the term used, the end objective is far 
more than mere shipping of equipment. 

At Trade Shows, specifically the 
Chicago Parts Show, groundwork was- 
laidto make an effort to be sure any gear 
sent overseas would reach the intended 
parties, and liaison with groups such as 
CARE, Peace Corps, Boy Scouts, Rotary 
International, etc., was suggested. 

Rotary assisted in a single case in 
Mexico, 

As long ago as 1963 the then Peace 
Corps head, Saregnut Shriver, attendeda 
meeting in the Washington office of Sen- 
ator Goldwater anda number of promin- 
ent amateurs from around the country 
were present, 

Theamateurs held that COMPLETE 
STATIONS shouldbe sent to nations where 
there is little amateur activity, 

Mr, Saviver held that complete un- 
its you's probably be viewed with suspi- 
cionby governments of countries concer- 
ned because they hold little understanding 
ofamateur radioand that the Peace Corps 
was limited to providing the educational 
tools, or in other words basic electronic 
eourses in amateur radio should be the 
initial function, 

Wot only could such a program be a 
part of the Peace Corps, but possible re- 
striction by the nations invloved could be 
more minimal, 

Unsfortunately the majority view of 
amateurs participating in this meeting 
was for the complete station approach and 
the chance to accomplish anything with 
the Peace Corps was lost.
